WASHINGTON—(AP)—Gen. Omar Bradley warned the 
United States yesterday against any immediate, lone-handed 


disarmament. 


. Such an action, he said, would jeopardize the nation’s 


hopes for a lasting peace. 

But the Four-Star General said 
that if we remain strong, then the 
United States and its potential al- 
lies can “win a war—if it comes.” 

Addressing the Women’s Nation- 
al Press Club, Bradley declared: 

“Tf we do not maintain this 
strength—and especially if we be- 
come confused to the point of dis- 
armament—we will sacrifice any 
possibility that this nation may fi- 
nally forge a lasting peace.” 

Bradley, Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, later issued a clar- 
ifying statement to reporters. He 
said his reference to disarmament 
was in opposition to any present 
unilateral reduction in American 
military strength. 


Discussing whether the defense 
department’s $13,000,080,000-a-year 
budget is sufficient, Bradley said: 

“There are real evidences that 
duplications and extra expenses

Georgia Republican Party Sec- 
retary Barnaby Hill says the at- 
tempt to unseat Gov. Talmadge is 
under “very serious considera- 
tion.” 

Hill outlined a plan by which 
the GOP would nominate a candi- 
date to oppose Talmadge in the 
general election, then claim the 
Governorship even if the Repub- 
licah candidate runs a poor sec- 
ond. 

Explaining the scheme, the party 
Secretary said a Republican’s 
name would be placed on the 
general election ballot even though 
his chance of victory is almost 
non-existent, 
| After the election, the Repub- 
lican Party would bring a court 
suit seeking to have Talmadge 
declared ineligible. 


| Talmadge’s -right to retain of-

damaged when it smashed against 


the steel finger, towering 67 feet 
7% inches over Fort Snelling Na- 
tional Cemetery. 


The cemetery is near Wold- 

Chamberlain Airport where the 
lane was attempting to land dur- 
g a late-winter blizzard. 


NWA officials said, however, 
weather conditions met operating 
minimums established by the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration. NWA 
planes landed and took off just 
before and after the crash. 

The huge transport, which had 
begun its westward flight from 
Washington, D. C., fell into the 
houses, plunging completely 
through one and bursting into 
roaring gasoline and oil-fed flame.

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A Long-Range Highway Program 


Somehow we don’t share the confidence 
of the new State Highway Board-that its 
six-year road-building program will be 
put through to a successful conclusion. 
We wish we did. 

It won’t be the fault of the Board if 
the program is changed, as so many have 
in years past, when it is one-third or half- 
way completed. 

Files of the Highway Department are 
bulging with plans for building roads and 
bridges in the State. It is estimated that 
the total cost of these plans alone has been 
between $20,000,000 and $50,000,000. The 
trouble has been, as Commissioner John 
Quillian points out, that the plans of in- 
cumbent administrations almost invariably 
have been tossed aside by incoming ad- 
ministrations that had new political axes 
to grind. 

Object of the highway reorganization 
voted by the last session of the Legisla- 
ture was to eliminate political tperation 
of the Highway Department. Gov. Tal- 
madge had a plan which called for a con- 
stitutional amendment, and Sen. Knox 


Gholston had another plan which he was 
willing to put into effect by legislative 
act. Originally, Sen: Gholston wanted a 
constitutional board, too, but he saw it 
was politically impossible. Proponents of 
the two plans finally compromised, but 
even with that it was not possible to get 
the necessary two-thirds vote in the Gen- 
eral Assembly to put a_ constitutional 
amendment to the people for a vote. 

That was unfortunate. Because it was 
created by simple statute the new highway 
plan can be changed by any future Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

We hope the present law, or ‘one very 
similar, can be written into the State Con- 
stitution before it is too late. 

Meanwhile, the Highway Board seems 
intent on doing a good job. It is to be 
commended for setting about immediate- 
ly to lay down a long-range building pro- 
gram. That has been Georgia’s great 
need, highwaywise, for many years. It 
would be a pity for the Board's fine un- 
dertaking to be stymied by a future whim 
of the Legislature. 


To Aid the Yaarab Shrine’s Charities 


Seldom it is we devote space in these 
columns to plugging a radio show, even 
a WCON one. But the Original Amateur 
Hour, which appears at the Municipal 
Auditorium tonight, is worthy of note on 
two counts. In the first place, since it 
was established 15 years ago by the late 
Maj. Edward Bowes, it has served as a 


medium for discovering and encouraging 
new entertainment talent, a commodity 
of lamentable scarcity. In the second 
place, tonight’s performance, featuring 
Atlanta hopefuls, is under the auspices of 
the Yaarab Shrine with all receipts do- 
nated to its charities. It is well worthy of 
general recognition. 


No Federal Aid for Private Schools 


Demonstrating considerable and com- 
mendable political courage, the House 
Labor Committee has rejected the pro- 
posal by Rep. Kennedy, of Massachusetts, 
to extend proposed Federal Aid to Edu- 
cation legislation to cover bus service to 
nonpublic schools. 

The Committee’s action may well mean 
further delay for the already long-over- 
due program to equalize educational op- 


portunities in the various States. And 
that will be tragic in view of the crisis 
in a great many of our schools. 

But the suggestion that the Federal 
Government subsidize nonpublic schools 
is so completely out of line with tradition 
and common sense that it must be reject- 
ed even at the possible cost of inviting 
obstructionist tactics from those short- 
sighted solons who propose it. 


How Much for Economy’? 


It looks as if the -wires have been 
pretty thoroughly crossed up in the econ- 
omy program undertaken by the Defense 
Department and the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration. 

The Defense Department has ordered 
Oliver General Hospital at Augusta 
closed. But Oliver General, at the spe- 
cific request of the armed forces, has be- 
come an integral part of the Georgia 
School of Medicine, which will be forced 
to curtail its student body by 50 percent 
if the hospital is abandoned. 

Meanwhile, the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion is planning to build a new 500-bed 
hospital at Atlanta. 

Only the other day, the VA put into 
full operation a dental and medical clinic 
in Macon. The facility cost $75,000 to 
build and the clinic had just been com- 
pletely staffed when orders came for it 
to be closed by April 9. 

Oliver General was ordered abandoned 
without consulting the U. S. surgeon-gen-

eral. A high-ranking physician in the 
Defense Department has just been fired 
from his post after telling a congressional 
committee he was not consulted about the 
hospital cutback, and saying he opposed it. 


A revealing sidelight on Government 
efficiency is the fact that bids for new 
kitchen equipment were asked by Oliver 
General two days before it was ordered 
closed. 


We can’t see the economy or common 
sense in closing a 1,500-bed hospital at 
Augusta and building a new 500-bed hos- 
pital at Atlanta, as much as we'd like to 
see the projected facility built here. Nei- 
ther is there any reason, or saving, in 
spending $75,000 on a clinic, and other 
thousands in getting a staff together, only 
to order it closed before it has been in 
full operation 10 days. 

If these are fair indications of Gov- 
ernment economy then the taxpayer is in 
worse shape than he thought. 


Statehood for Hawaii and Alaska 


WASHINGTON—The 75 more members of the House who voted for Hawaiian statehood than for 
Alaskan statehood fell far short of reflecting the wide disparity of qualifications of these two for 


admission. 

By every criterion cited, Hawaii is as well 
or better fitted for statehood than any territory 
previously taken into the Union. And Alaska’s 
deficiencies, by past standards, are just as 
marked. 

With a population of 500,000, Hawaii has more 
people than any other State at the time of ad- 
mission, excepting Oklahoma, 

In 50 years since its annexation, Hawai has 
paid into the Federal treasury in taxes $150,000,- 
000 more than the Federal Government has spent 
upon it for other than military purposes. 

Federal tax collections in Hawaii were greater 
in 1945 than in any one of 14 established States, 
and it outranked 26 States in percentage of popu- 
lation filing income tax returns.

In presuming to write a guest column for Ralph McGill, I am 
rushing in where angels should féar to tread. For I am neither 
a columnist nor the son of a columnist. It is true that since my 
first week in Congress, I have written a weekly report to the news- 
papers of the great old Seventh District. But I can claim no literary 
merit for these reports, and they could scarcely be called “columns.” 

Without the shadow of a doubt, we have the greatest form of 
government the world has ever known. But we have no assurance 
it will forever endure. Now assaults are being made upon it from 
every direction,.and practices are developing that could mean its 
destruction. 3 

One of these dangerous assaults is being made upon our repre- 
sentative. Government by powerful pressure groups. These as- 
saults upon the independence of our representatives are called by 


the general term “lobbying.” 
Lobbies Lobbying can be a perfectly legitimate exercise of the 
Right of Petition, guaranteed by the First Amendment 
of the Constitution, which provides: “Congress shall make no law 
abridging the freedom of speech or of the press; or the right of 
the people peaceably to assemble and to petition the Government 
for redress of grievances.” At its worst, it may be an attempt 
to influence legislation by corrupt practices and improper political 
pressure. “Turning on the heat” is the phrase often used to ex- 
press the extreme pressure put upon our representatives upon 
pain of losing their political lives to vote for or against any measure 
in which the particular group is interested. 

Washington is literally infested with lobbyists. As far back as 
1913 it is said that President Woodrow Wilson remarked that you 
couldn’t throw a rock here without hitting one. Literally there are 
three lobbyists to every one of our representatives in the House 
and Senate! 


No Smear To investigate every group of individual lobbying 

, in Washington would obviously be impossible within 
the time allotted us and the financial limits imposed upon us. 
Consequently, we have set up a small but efficient staff which has 
done intensive work inquiring into the methods used by “sample” 
or typical lobbying organizations. The main purpose of the com- 
mittee is not to “smear” any person or organization. Rather it 
is to throw the pitiless light of publicity upon the amounts spent 
for lobbying, the methods used, and the source of the money so used. 

Because our committee has not yet completed its work, and 
due to our desire to know all the facts before making any of them 
public, it is not possible for me at this time to report upon any of 
our findings. 

In the early days of lobbying, huge sums of money were spent 
corruptly, and actually to. buy the vote and influence of members 
of Congress. The resulting scandals scared off these venal lobby- 
ists for a time. And when they did return. there was an improve- 
ment in their methods. Now their attack is more subtle and in- 
direct, through costly cocktail parties and lavish dinners and enter- 
tainment. 

This type of lobbying, in spite of the large sums spent, has not 
proven too effective. Consequently, these groups are turning from 
expensive entertainment to political action, and the threat of oppo- 
sition at the polls against those who fail to do the bidding of the 
pressure group concerned. So bold have these groups become that 
they are a real menace to our representative form of government. 

Lobbyists can be, and often are, of great help to busy Congress- 
men or Senators. For their trained lobbying specialists can pre- 
sent the views of the groups they represent in a concise and helpful 
way. It is when they go further and threaten reprisal that they 
become a menace. Often their representatives are so arrogant and 
untactful that they alienate the sympathies of the men they seek 


to influence. 
To give you some idea of the sums spent for lobby- 
Spenders ines ni quoting from the Congressional Quarterly 
News, a privately published report on congressional activities, cer- 
tain figures taken by this publication from the lists and quarterly 
reports of those registered under the law of 1946. According to 
these figures, lobbies spent nearly $8,000,000 in 1949. The Con- 
gressional Quarterly reports that there were 11 organizations that 
spent more than $100,000 each during the year 1949. Here is the 
list of the 11 biggest spenders:

The Rebirth of a Nation 


BONN, Germany—Probably the births and re-births of nations 
are never superficially dramatic. If you read Sen. Maclay’s diary, 
you will find that the members of our first Congress were as much 
preoccupied with the difficulties of getting their washing done in 
New -York, as with the great: problems of the new American 
republic. Certainly there is nothing very stirring, on the surface, 
about the re-birth of Germany that is going on here in Bonn. 

In this little old university town, the ministries are crowded 
into battered old requisitioned houses. The civil servants and less 
privileged politicians huddle in grim boarding houses. The 
Bundestag—the Parliament—meets in a reconstructed teachers’ 
college, to which an airy but jerrybuilt legislative chamber has 
been hastily added. 

The 400 or so lawyers and trades union officials, farmers and 
businessmen, all earnestly, sometimes angrily debating the new 
laws of the new Germany, offer a spectacle as outwardly ordinary 
as a crowd in a railroad station. These rather tired, middle-aged 
disillusioned men and women, wear their almost always shapeless 
and shabby clothes as though these were the uniforms of the new 
times. The picture and its details are alike, blurred and a 


little sad. 

D Yet if you talk to enough of these people who have 
rama assembled to build a new nation in Germany, a kind 

of drama begins to emerge. Perhaps, as drama, it is a little nega- 

tive. As Chancellor Adenauer bleakly tells his visitors, Germans 

now at least “know what to avoid.” 

The symbol of their determination, and the apparent proof that 
this determination is shared by the German people, is the domina- 
tion of the Bundestag by the center. Elsewhere in Europe, the 
desperate process of the polarization of politics around the extremes 
still continues. Here in Bonn, the struggle of the two great center 
parties, the Christian Democrats and the Social Democrats, is the 
stuff of German politics. Much has been written about the revival 
of German nationalism. The Hedlers and the Remers are un- 
doubtedly there, on the right of the Bundestag chamber—just as 
Sen. Wherry and Sen. McKellar are always on view in Washing- 
ton. So, too, is a notably tiny Communist fraction. On balance, 
however, the extremists are less conspicuous and influential in the 
Bundestag at Bonn than in our own Congress. 

Indeed, after a couple of dozen interviews, one begins to suspect 
the existence of some sort of historic law. From the time of the 
unification of France under Richelieu until the final defeat of 
Napoleon, the French sought to overrun Europe on the average 
of once every thirty or forty years. In 1815, at Paris, Prince 
Blucher used the very phrases about French aggressiveness that 
Gen. Koenig has more recently applied to the Germans in his 
battles with Gen. Clay. But the defeat of Napoleon none the less 


marked the end of French imperialism in Europe. 
In the same way, the defeat of Hitler and the in-

A 
Lake-Virgil Civic Club was organized and members assigned to 
such committees as clean-up, carpentery, masonry, electrical, etc., 
and the Women’s Chamber agreed to furnish all materials at no 
eost if the residents would furnish the labor. The residents com- 
pleted the clean-up job. Men rakéd and tugged at night, after work. 
Women and children formed platoons and scoured their blocks. 

City Sanitary Department men under the direction of S. W. 
Graydon and Inspector Fields removed the rubbish. George R. 
Rice, Jr., volunteered his services as landscape architect. Ray 
Nixon, Robert Spear, Bruce Anderson and Wyatt Bean volunteered 
as consulting engineers.

“European women whom I 
wanted to interview on what 
‘does loss or gain mean to a 
people, turned the tables on 
me,” said Miss Thompson, yes- 
terday as she spoke to members 
of Atlanta Branch of the League 
of American Pen Women at the 
Athletic Club. “Instead of me 
asking them questions, they 
asked me about women’s rights, 
about children, religion, educa- 
tion, and in fact every phase 
of life as we live was of inter- 
est to them. 

“It was hard to convince the 
Germans that 1 was anxious to 
know their reactions on life, but 
after my husband and I gave a 
party for the children at the 
Bethesda Orphanage in Mar- 
burg, the German women were 
over enthusiastic in their ap- 
preciation, and gave me all the 
assistance I needed. Later after 
attending the International Con- 
ference at the University of Mar- 
burg I was given entree as a 
member of Allied Good Will 
Tour.”

Is it true that all American 
women are spoiled by their hus- 
bands?

BOWLEGS 

Are bowed legs in a toddling 
child due to food or vitamin de- 
ficiency? If you think so, per- 
haps your suggestions may ‘be 
of help to many mothers who 
are ignorant of the importance 
of good nutrition. (M. D.) 


Answer — Yes, bowlegs often 
spell calcium and vitamin D de- 
ficiency in infancy and early 
childhood, The child with a 
tendency to bowing of the legs 
should have more whole milk 
and eggs, less sugar and cereal; 
more opportunity to bask in the 
sun, less coddling. The child 
should receive a good daily ra- 
tion of one or another kind of 
fish livér oil—say @ small tea- 
spoonful every day, particularly 
through the Winter and Spring.

Out Early Stock Losses 


NEW YORK—(AP)—A timid rally ate into or wiped out 
early losses in the Stock Market Wednesday. Most of the 
losses were taken immediately after the opening. For the 
balance of the session the main direction appeared to be 
upward, but there was no push to the buying. 


Changes either way were less 
than a point in most cases. 

A moderate amount of business 
was done with turnover at the rate 
of around 1,360,000 shares for the 
full session. 

Oils stocks showed independent 
strength and a handful of rail 
issues tacked on small gains. 

The morning selling evidently 
represented a carry-over from 
Tuesday when the price curve 
registered one of the worst set- 
backs of the year. Pepsi-Cola 
weakened late in the day following 
announcement that directors had 
voted to skip the common divi-' 
dend. 

Pennsylvania R. R., on the other 
hand, leaned forward in response 


to news of a 50-cent dividend. 

Among the balky spots were U. S. Steel. 
Phileo, Anaconda Copper, Genera! elec- 
tric, and VU. S. Gypsum. 

Tending higher were Youngstown Sheet, 
Continental Motors, Lockheed, Zenith, 
American Telephone, Miami Copper, | 
Allied Chemical, Eastman Kodak. Santa's 
Fe, Southern Railway, Baltimore & Ohio, | 
Philips Petroleum, Standard Oi] (N. J.), 
Barnsdall Oil, and Richfield Oil. 

In the corporate bond TInarket Hudson 


& Manhattan Railroad surged ahead in 
response to news that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission had approved fare in- 
creases. Other corporates moved nar- 
irowly. U. S. Governments held steady in 
over-the-counter dealings. 

Lower in the curb were Canadian Mar- 
coni, Consolidated Mining, Electric Bond 
& Share, Graham-Paige Preferred, Kaiser- 
Frazer, Louisiana Land, Pancoastal Oil, 
Salt Dome Oil and United ht. Several 
recovered for slight gains. igher were 
American Maracaibo, Cessna Ajrcraft, 
Colt’s Manufacturing, aes Lamp, 
Technicolor and National Fuel Gas.

NOTE TO GEORGIA SHEEP MEN 


DIXON, Cal.—This small town is the Post Office ad- 
dress of several very large sheep. ranches, ‘seme sof which 
we are visiting. The first thing that catches our eye is the 


number of sheép. 

One man here has a band of 
5.000 ewes with their lambs and 
an additional 5,000 lambs 
brought in from elsewhere. The 
lambs are going through that 
anxious period known as “mark- 


ing,” at which time the tails are | 


cut off and the ram-lambs con- 
verted into wether lambs. It is 


| quite some job “marking” this 
enormous lamb crop. 


Sheep breeders in this area use 
grade Corriedale ewes for breed- 
ing purposes with full-blooded 
Suffolk rams as -sires. Accord- 


| ing the Howard Vaughan, Presi- 


dent of the National Wool Grow- 


ers Association, and a large sheep 


owner at this locality, the combi- 
nation of grade Corriedale and 
full-blooded Suffolk gives the 
breeder a good market lamb 
which grows out quickly and 
with a fairly good crop of wool. 


The lambs average 95 pounds | 
in 5 months and the wool aver- | 
| age per ewe is seven pounds. 


One factor of great interest 
to Georgia sheep men is the 
fact the lambs are fattened on 
ladino clover. The 5,000 lambs 
mentioned are brought in from 
range. territory and placed on 
ladino. They gain from one-half 
to five-eighth pounds per day 
on this clover and are marketed 
direetly from the clover. 

Two of the lambs were barbe- 
cued for the Armour Party, and 
they were graded choice lambs 
by the local packer. 


dle February through early May. 
The lambs brought in for fatten- 
ing. are kept on the clover from 
45 to 70 days. This is quite 
revolutionary from the Georgia 
viewport, but is being done here 
regularly. 

Next we visit a big dry-lot 
feeding project at Turlock, Cay.
